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Twenty years of bringing to Cape Cod a vigorous, flourishing theatre with its roots 
imbedded in the rich American soil is indeed a contribution of significant importance in 
today’s contemporary theatre scene. 


And so the record of Broadway producer Richard Aldrich passes in review as a note- 
worthy event in theatrical annals. 


John Wharton, a theatrical lawyer, associated both with Mr. Aldrich and the late 
Raymond Moore, founder of the Cape Playhouse suggested in 1935 that he go to Dennis 
and assist Mr. Moore. On the practical side Raymond Moore was an artist and like many 
artists he was not a businessman. 


And so it was from this simple beginning—a mere thread of 
conversation—that the tide of summer theatre was to radically 
change. The ensuing years, the strawhat trail or citronella circuit, 
as it was then called, was to gain new and distinguished stature 
under the managerial banner of Richard Aldrich. 


His arrival in this village of warm little white houses with 
their rustle of gingham like the delicate rustle of spring was to 
charm and enchant him and the magic that is Cape Cod was to 
weave her spell—one that has yet to be broken after a twenty 
year tenure. 





He settled first at the house now known as Windswept. During that season he per- 
suaded the late great Jane Cowl to make her first summer theatre appearance. He also 
shee to the Playhouse Ina Claire and Roland Young during that auspicious summer 
of ’35. 


That was the most successful season it had yet had and Richard Aldrich was in a 
way responsible for instituting the star system in summer theatre. 


The next two summers found Mr. Aldrich lending his knowledge of theatrical acu- 
men to the famous summer play festivals in Central City, Colorado, a ghost silver- 
mining town high in the rockies. He returned to Dennis in 1938 as associate producer. 
In 1939 he brought the late Gertrude Lawrence to Dennis for the first time—it was their 
first meeting. 


In the winter of ’*40 Raymond Moore died leaving everything to the Raymond Moore 
Foundation. The productorial baton fell into the hands of Richard Aldrich and the tempo 
of the intervening years have made theatrical history. 


During the years when theatre devotees have watched his spear-heading the Cape 
Cod Melody Tent (Hyannis) and the Falmouth Playhouse (Coonamessett) he continually 
substantiated one of his earliest premises. “As long as there are people in the world 
who can enjoy the emotional and intellectual contact with the voice of their poets and 
dramatists through the medium of fine actors in a building set aside for that purpose, 
that no mechanical medium can take the place of the stage.” 


On this the 20th Anniversary of theatrical impresario Richard Aldrich, he may look 
back with a sense of real accomplishment, for he has brought to theatregoers one season 
after another steeped in the rich heritage of the theatre. For it is here in this very Play- 
house that many of the theatre’s greatest personages have added their names to the il- 
lustrious roster of “America’s Most Famous Summer Theatre.”

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Ohe End of an Era 


Sidonie Gabrielle Claudine Colette Gau- 
thier-Villars de Jouvanel Goudeket is a 
name that would not usually attract at- 
tention except for its length. Yet her 
death on August 3 at the age of 81, marked 
the end of an era for those who loved the 
gay and witty dialogue, and the fascinat- 
ing Parisian gamine and cocottes that had 





filled the novels and plays of one of 
France’s most famous novelists, COLETTE. 

Born on January 28, 1873, in the provin- 
cial village of Saint-Saveur-en-Puisay in 
Burgundy, she was the daughter of a re- 
tired army officer and frustrated politi- 
cian. Colette’s village life ended at the 
age of 20, when the music critic, Henry 
Gauthier-Villars swept her off her feet 
and took her to Paris as his wife. Her 
new husband was a popular writer of pot- 
boilers under the name of Willy; one day, 
interested in stories of her school life, he

encouraged her to write them down. He 
liked what he read and making a few 
changes sent them off to an editor—under 
his own name. A series of novels was thus 
begun which made Willy wealthy and 
famous. 

Colette never liked writing, so M. Willy 
locked her in her room until she turned 
out something. After thirteen years of 
such apprenticeship, Colette became dis- 
illusioned and divorced him. Though she 
continued writing books, under her own 
name now, she had no immediate success 
and had to find ways to make a living. 

Becoming a music hall dancer, she found 
at the same time new material for her 
books. Meanwhile, she was a drama critic, 
political writer, fashion writer and author 
of a column on cooking. 

But by 1910, with the publication of 
Renee, her luck began to turn as she first 
came to the attention of the critics. Year 
after year she turned out novels, many of 


them thinly disguised autobiographies, 


novels that brought her to the front rank 
of modern French literature. By 1927 as 
eminent a writer as Paul Claudel was call- 
ing her the greatest living writer in 
France. 

She turned to playwriting with an adap- 
tation of Cheri, one of her most famous 


novels. She made sure that the part would 


be played as she wanted it by performing 
the role herself. 

Her success in the theatre was continued 
by Anita Loos’ adaptation of another of 
her successful and popular novels, “GIGI.” 
It was this play that brought the name of 
Colette, already one of tremendous fame 
on the Continent, to national prominence 
to the United States. 

Her writing was not intellectual. Her 
forte was the delineation of women’s prob- 
lems of love and she lived as passionately 
as she wrote. Sex was never forced to 
take a back seat in her writings, which 
were further embellished by a piquant 
style and sparkling dialogue. 

Speaking of the frankness with which 
she wrote of love, licit and illicit, one 
critic observed that an Englishman might 
feel that she had lowered love to sen- 
suality, whereas a true Frenchman would 
feel that she had elevated sensuality to the 
level of love.

They still mention the name of Timothy 
Ruggles in Sandwich. 

Tim must have been quite a man in his 
day. Where he came from or what 
brought him to this small Cape town was 
never learned, but he made progress from 
the very day he stepped from the stage 
coach. 


Tim was one 
of those rare 
individuals of 
many talents, 
rather loqua- 
cious, bold, in- 
genious and 
witty, with a 
penchant for jae 
gathering in BS 
and holding @& 
the spotlight. 


Ruggles, first of all chose the right hotel 
at which to register, immediately set out 
on a conquest to win the hand of the 
widow of the former owner of the hostel- 
ry. He was eventually married to the lady 
and became the innkeeper himself. A jack 
of all trades, he, strangely enough, proved 
to be the master of most of them. 

He was not just content to manage the 
Inn. This would have been far too drab 
for a man whose interest covered almost 
every subject. A lawyer by profession, so 
it was said, he could argue with the best 
of them in court, he could concoct as pal- 
atable a drink at the hotel bar as any 
expert, cook a delicious and satisfying 
meal out in the kitchen or entertain his 
guests by the hour with sparkling anec- 
dotes or interesting tales of far away 
places he had visited during his many 
trips to all parts of the world.

From this he could 
go out into the stable 
to care for the wayfar- 
ers horse, curry the ani- 
mal, bed it down and 
do the simple chores of 
a stableman. 


He was equally / at 
home in the august 
presence of the Legis- 
lators with whom he could debate on 
better than even terms. He became es- 
pecially active in town affairs and even 
dabbled in County and State business. 
His knowledge of many things became 
known far and wide and Ruggles was 
much sought after by those living in and 
around Sandwich. In a short period of 
time he became “Father Confessor” to 
the entire neighborhood. 

Taking the town of Sandwich, virtually 
by storm around 1745, Tim Ruggles built 
so well, that he left an impression so per- 
fectly formed that stories of his wisdom 
and charm persist even to this day.
